SENATOR ISOAK'S SPEECH. 


An Rlnqneot A<l«lr«<s» Ajialnrt U»o Pol- 


ley of 


T/ashinrton, Jan. 9 -Senator George 


F. Hoar m the senate today made an 
eloquent reply to the address cf Sena- 
tor Platt of Connecticut on the sub- 
ject of the Philippines without ad- 
verting to the proposed policy of the 
United States entering on an era 
of expansion, except in an indirect 
manner. 
Th* senator discussed the 


constitutional phases of th» quesM&u 
involved in the resolution under con- 
sideration. In part he said: 


"I am quite sure no man will doubt 


that nothing could induce me to say 
it but a commanding sense of duty, 
that I dislike to differ from the presi- 
dent whose election I hailed with such 
personal satisfaction, such exulting 
anticipations for the republic. I dis- 
like to differ from so many of my party 
associates. I have believed with al! 
my soul in the doctrines of the prin- 
ciples of the republican party. I stood 
at its cradle, and don't mean to follow 
its hearse. I am to speak for the whole 
past and future of our country; to the 
people -whose fate is bound up in the 
preservation of our great doctrine of 
constitutional liberty. 
Certainly no 


man can ever charge me with lack of 
faith in my countrymen or in the prin- 
ciples on which the republic is founded. 


"I have the fullest measure of hope. 


Thank God as my eyes grow dim I 
can look out on a fairer country, bet- 
ter people and a brighter future. Our 
fathers, who framed the constitution, 
were the wisest builders of states the 
world has ever seen. They had studied 
ancient history and learned that while 
there is little else democracy cannot 
accomplish, it cannot rule vasal states 
or subject peoples without bringing the 
elements of death into its own consti- 
tution. Our fathers learned, two les- 
sons, the dangers of disunion and of do- 
mestic strife, and the dfcngers of the 
indulgence in the greed and lust of 
empires. I hope we may avert the lat- 
ter danger as we averted the former. 


"There never has been a republic yet 


in history that acquired dominion over 
.inotbfT nation that did rot rule it sel- 
fishly and oppressively. There is no 
single exception to this rule, ancient 
or modern. 
The greatest question, IB 


the question of power and authority in 
our constitution in this matter that has 
been, discussed amonar mankind from 
the beginning of time. It is certainly 
the greatest ever discussed 
In 
this 


chamber from the beginning of our 
government. 
Our country ig a sov- 


ereign nation. Congress possesses all 
the powers necessary to a.ccomplish the 
great objects of the framers of the 
constitution intended, but it is not 
possessed of the astonishing, extrava- 
gant powers under the constitution 
which Senator Platt attributes to it. 


"The constitutional power is limited 


to one supreme controlling purpose to 
form a more perfect union to estab- 
lish justice and insure domestic tran- 
quillty, to provide for tne common de- 
fence, promote the general v/elfare and 
secure the blessings of liberty to our- 
selvps and posterity. When the sena- 
tor attempts to declare we can do 
things not for these objects, but for a 
fancied or veal obligation to take care 
of .distant peoples beyond our bound- 
aries, not the peoples of the United 
States, I d»ny his proposition, and I 
tell him he can ftn.0 nothing either in 
the constitution, or in the exposition of 
it by our fathers, or in the judgments 


f>i the courts from that day to this to 
warrant or support his doctrine. 


Senator Hoar maintained that the 


propositions advanced by Senator Platt 
are not sustained by a single one of 
the authorities. 
"The power to con- 


quer and hold alien peoples and hold 
them in subjugation is not granted by 
the constitution. II ought not to be 
exercised by »ny one us It is Immoral 
in it«eif;. It is expressly denied in the 
declaration of in<3»;/en«ence,'' 
The 


senator argued that the adoption of 
Senator PUtt's doctrine would reduce 
wages. Increase taxation, place an 
armed soldier on the back of 
every 


workingman and by an act of govern- 
ment American dignity would be dis- 
honored and 
manhood 
discrowned.

sideration, and the rules committee may 
give a day to it during the present week. 


The bill represents a complete agree- 


ment between the line and the staff. 
These two branches of the service have 
been at war for many years, but now that 
they have at last got together and agreed 
upon a measure Its passage, once it gets 
to a vote, is assured. The only opposi- 
tion to it is likely to arise from the fact 
that the reorganization it contemplates 
Involves an additional charge on the 
treasury of severaJ hundred thousand 
dollars. 


The final vote on the legislative, execu- 


tive and judicial appropriation bilj will 
be taken today. The opponents of the 
civil service law succeeded in, striking 
from the bill, while the house was in 
committee of the whole, the appropria- 
tion for ' he maintenance of the commis- 
sion. But today, when the vote is taken 
In the house, where members are obliged 
to go on record, there Is little doubt but 
that the appropriation will be restored. 


The diplomatic and consular and the 


naval appropriation bills are the next 
budg«t» to be taken up, and either or 
both of them may be considered this 
week. Such time as intervenes will be 
consumed in the consideration of the bill 
for the codification of "the laws of Alaska. 
This bill has been ..nadt E. continuing 
order; portions of two days have already 
been consumed, by it and leas than 70 of 
the 232 pages of this bill have been dis- 
posed of. The lawyers of the house show. 
an inclination to go over it critically, 
section by section, and it may be before 
tha house for an indefinite period. 


The week promises to be a busy one in 


the senate. It will b&gto with an elabor- 
ate speech by Senator Hoar to be 4e- 
Mvfj-id immediately, after the transaction 
of the routine business today, in opposi- 
tion to f e extension of American terri- 
tory. This speech Is of considerable 
length, and with the interruptions that 
are liable to occur it v/ill probably con- 
sume the greater portion of the dey. To- 
morrow Senator MB son will discuss 
briefly his resolution in opposition to 
this country's afisertingsovercipnty over 
Cuba and the Philippines, taking strong 
ground for the independence of the peo- 
ple of the islands. 


Senator Morgan will make an effort 


early In the week to get the senate to 
name a date for taking a votn upon his 
bill for the construction of the Nlca- 
raguan canal, and, whether he succeeds 
or not, will press the bill as continuously 
upon the attention of the senate as cir- 
cumstances will permit. 
Unanimous 


consent is necessary to the fixing of 
of a time for a vote, and it is not prob- 
able that this will be secured for some 
time to come. 


It is the expectation that the peace 


treaty will be reported on Wednesday, 
anH also that some of the appropriation 
bills now in the hands of the committee 
on appropriations 
will be brought in 


towards the close of the week. 
Im- 


mediate consideration will be asked for 
the appropriation bills, and it is possible 
that the beginning of the debate upon 
the treaty may be postponed until next 
week. 
There is an effort among tha 


opponents of the treaty to have it dis- 
cussed in open session, but the indica- 
tions are against such_a course.

States, as well as the government itself, 
have done some unheard of aad wonder- 
ful things recently in the way of refrigera- 
tic and of feeding an army In the flel6, 
as well 'as a fighting navy, on a fresh 
meat diet. As extraordinary as this may 
leem, o in ore unusual circumstance ianow 
transpiring in the voyage of the battle- 
ihips Oregon and Iowa, which are at pres- 
ent beyond Bahia, Brazil, on their way to 
Manila. Accompanying them is the sup- 
ply ship Celtic, which left New York with 
the fleet about three weeks ago The Celt- 
Sc is a veritable floating warehouse filled 
with needed supplies of every kind re- 
quired by a man-of-war and its crew on a 
Ions voyage through varying climates 
But the chief interest of this novel ship 
centers in her meat stores and refrigerat- 
ing chambers. 


Before leaving New York there were put 


Into her hold 250,000 pounds of fresh frozen 
beef, 85,000 pounds of fresh frozen mut- 
ton and 250,000 pounds of vegetables. 
These supplies are BO arranged that the 
battleships can at any tinia take from the 
cargo whatever meat and vegetables are 
needed for tho mess during tho long voy- 
age to the Philippines 
These stores are 


placed on board for the use of the fleet's 
men. Such a thing is unparalleled and 
unheard of in naval history And it has 
been left to this government and to one of 
the greatest packing companies to store up 
and send with a fleet on the longest voy- 
age of record a ship loaded with fresh sup- 
plies from which the officers and oretv can 
be fed, the same as on land, in any climate. 
She left in company with the Oregon and 
the Iowa, and will feed them en route as 
they go. Besides being novel in naval his- 
tory, it la a now departure in the meat 
trade, The moat was specially got up for 
this shipment 
It was sewed in cheese- 


cloth, frozen in Chicago and brought from 
there to Mew York in refrigerator car* in 
a frozen state To thus maintain carcasses 
of beef in a frozen state during so long a 
freight journey is a big undertaking in 
itself. It is seldom attempted by tho largest 
and best equipped companies even for 
shorter distances Tho cargo was carefully 
stored in thu ship under the personal su- 
pervision of L. H Hoyman, the general 
eastern manager of the company, who is 
specially qualified for this kind of work 
The whole cargo was loaded in a frozen 
state, and will be kept at a frigid tempera- 
ture until it is consumed or the residue 
lauded n't Manila 
Before tho ships—after 


touchingnt Honolulu—reach theirdesfina- 
tion, the storcsliip Celtic will have per- 
formed the most wonderful voyage in the 
world's history in tho meat line She will 
ha"vo carried in her hold and through ail 
climates, a cargo of frozen fresh meats 
over tho longest voyage of a meat ship in 
existence , She will have demonstrated 
tho limitless possibilities of refrigeration 
and of nautical cold storage for diatribut 
Ing the world's surplus meats and pro- 
visions to tiiosu climes and people who ro- 
quiro l.hom 
This voyage of the warships 


and of their floating store, tho Celtic, will 
take nioro than 100 days Heretofore o 
voyago of (50 days for n frozen meat ship 
has been rcgardm! as a marvel in trade 
circles. Ine whole affair is one of great 
credit to the government, at. Washington 
ami to tho energetic contractors in tlio 
premises.

side walls to a specially designed sys- 
tem of iron supports iu the center of 
the hall of osteology. Tha changes in 
tho installation of these skeletons were 
mado necessary by tha construction of a 
system of iron galleries, now liOM-ly 
complete, for the accoramodaHou of the 
rapidly increasing collection of tho mu- 
seum, which has outgrown the floor 
space available. 


The work of moving the skeletons, 


which was directed by Mr. Watkius, 
curator of the section of transportation 
and engiaeerng, was a colossal under- 
taking, requiring 30 men to manage the 
ropes and tackle nee issary in the process 
of transferring the skeletons from their 
old to their new homes, which were 
previously tested by being subjected to 
the actual weight of the skeletons. The 
transfer was completed without dam- 
age to the skeletons and with only un- 
important mishaps, and Mr. Watkius is 
felicitating himself on the successful 
termination of the undertaking. 


Chansres In tha House. 


Nearly one-third of tbe members of 


the nest house will be men who are not 
now serving in congress, the number of 
changes being 110, but some of the new 
representatives have had legislative ex- 
perience in former congresses. More 
new faces will be in the delegation 
from New York than any other state, 
the number being 18. Pennsylvania is 
second ou the list with ten and Illinois 
third with nine. The other states will 
have new members as follows: Kansas, 
six; Iowa and Ohio, five each ; Califor- 
nia, Massachusetts aud Michigan, four 
each; Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, 
New J'rsey, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, .uree; Florida, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, 
Washington, West Virginia and Wis- 
consin1, two each; Alabama, Arkansas, 
Delaware, Mississippi, Moutaua, Ore- 
gon, South Carolina, Utah aud Wyom- 
ing, one each. There are nine states— 
Colorado, Connecticut, Georgia, Idaho, 
Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island and Vermont—which 
have returned the delegations holdiug 
seats in the present houss. Six states—• 
Delaware, Montana, 
South Dakota, 


Utah, Washington and Wyoming—bave 
elected entirely new delegations. 


Interesting: Plants. 


The experiments which have recently 


been made through the efforts of the 
botanio garden with the cabbage banana 
froui Abyssinia are expected to lead to 
important results. Tho stein of this 
plant possesses an immense value as a 
food, and-when boiled is said to resem- 
ble riewly baked bread. Although its 
existence has been known for 100 years 
it has never been- fairly tested in the 
United States. Secretary Wilson has 
become much interested in it, and it is 
expected that he will undertake to 
spread it widely throughout the south. 


The Cuban palms iu the large green- 


houaes are now in fruit and will bo in- 
teresting to many who bave recently 
been 'hearing and reading eo rauch 
about Cuba. 
Ono of thesa palms is 


about 20 feet in heigh i, as tall as they 
usually grow, and is the kind whose 
tough, lorsg leaves are used BO largely 
in thatching houses. 


Another plant in the greenhouse that 


is of particular interest at present is the 
ilang ilaug of Sumatra, which is now 
fruiting for the first time,

Boom In Shipbuilding1. 


Charles E. Hyde of the Bath Iron 


works explained to some acquaintances 
at the Shorebam the other evening that 
bis firm was building a number of new 
torpedo boats for the government and 
also a new training ship. "The ship- 
building industry is enjoying a great 
boom," he remarked. "This is-partly 
due to the fact that a number of vessels 
have been destroyed or disabled during 
the war,.but may be attributed in large 
part also to the condition of trade gen- 
erally. No, I hardly believe that terri- 
torial expansion has so far led to any 
increase in our line. We are now build- 
ing the Craven aud tho Dahlgren, two 
new torpedo boats, &nd contemplate tha 
construction of two more. Work on the 
training ship Chesapeake and the moni- 
tor Connecticut is also under way. Be- 
sides, we are building a yacht for Colo- 
nel Payne of New York, 1,800 tons, 
and equal in size to the Niagara, so 
tbal it will be tbe largest ever built ia 
this country."

McKinley 
undoubtedly 


believes that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people desire the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, American sover- 
eignty in the Philippines, and a reso- 
lute stand by the whole power of the 
"United States for "the open door" in 
China. Nearly all in Washington, in- 
cluding some members of congress who 
fear the effect of imperialism upon our 
institutions, believe that the president 
is right in regard to the majoriay opin- 
ion of the country. The petitions re- 
ceived from the anti-imperialist league 
have not yet been formidable enough 
to affect this judgment of the situa- 
tion. Perhaps the most hopeful sign 
for the opponents of imperialism, from 
the standpoint of political effect, is 
the awakening of organized labor to 
the danger of a large army. 'The labor 
argument' is undoubtedly the most ef- 
fective one which can be played by the 
opponents of the treaty of peace, if 
they desire to touch the hearts and 
change the votes of senators and mem- 
bers." 


This is the opinion of the "Washing- 


tun correspondent of the Springfield 
Republican and it indicates a condi- 
tion of affairs that is quite serious.

lloilo Insurgents Threaten to Blow Up the City 


If Bombardment Is Begun, 


Manila, Jan. 9.—Within a few hours of 


the proclajnation issued by General Otis 
In behalf of President HcKlnley the 
agents of Aguinaldo publicly billed 
Manila \viftj a manifesto which attract- 
ed considerable attention. The revolu- 
tionary president protested against Gen- 
eral Otis signing himself military gov- 
ernor of the Philippine isJands. 


Aguinaldo in his manifesto declared'he 


had never agreed, at Singapore, Hong 
Kong or elsewhere, to recognize the 
sovereignty of the Americans here, and 
insists that he returned to the Philip- 
pines on aji American warship solely to 
conquer th» Spaniards and win inde- 
pendence. He asserts that both his 
(Proclamations of May 24 and June 12 
stated this fact officially, and he claims 
that Major General Men-lit confirmed 
tljis by a proclamation days before the 
Spaniards capitulated, stating clearly 
and definitely that the American forces 
came to overthrow the Spanish govern- 
ment and liberate the Filipinos. 


In conclusion, Aguineldo declares that 


he had natives and foreigners as wit- 
nesses that the American forces recog- 
nized not only by acts that the Filipinos 
were belligerents, but by publicly salut- 
ing the Fiiipinos' flag "as it triumphantly 
sailed these seas before the eyes of all 
nations." 


Aguinaldo then solemnly protested in 


the name of the deity, who empowered 
him to direct his brethren in the difficult 
task of regeneration against the intru- 
sion of the American government, and 
reiterated that he could produce proofs 
that he was brought here on the under- 
standing that the Americans promised 
him their co-operation to attain inde- 
pendence. ' 
'• 


The revolutionary leader then called 


upon a.ll his followers to work the ground 
with force, and assures them he is con- 
vinced that they will obtain absolute in- 
dependen j» and urging them never to 
return "Litm the glorious road on which 
they have "already so far advanced." 


On Friday night public demonstrations 


were held in Pampangas province, in 
ratification of Aguinaldo's proclamation, 
and the excitement was intense. 
All 


natives who enter the city in the night 
time are searched, and every precaution 
is taken. 


Major General Otis attaches no im- 


portance to the manifesto. He says he 
feels confident that the opinion of th« 
better class of the Filipinos is not ex- 
pressed in it; but as to whether the Fili- 
pino masses can be controlled and the 
Filip'no army kept in check he does not 
know. aJthough he hopes for a pacific 
outcome of the trouble.

The of- 
ficials observe unusual reticence with re- 
spect to its contents, but it is understood 
that the Information conta'ned is not of 
an unfavorable character, or such as to 
give undue concern to the administra- 
tion. So far as the officials are willing 
to admit the dispatch shows no material 
change in the conditions existing at the 
time of previous advices.

A tii.-AK OF NATURE, 


Part of Mountain 
Drops Into Fraser 


Hirer unfl Change* Its Coarse.. 


Chicag-o, Jan. 9.—A Tribune specaa/1 


from Vancouver, B. C., says: News was 
received here of a tremendous landslide 
near Spencer bridge, on the Canadian 
Pacific railway. The 'recent thaw had 
the effect of loosening the sides of asmajl 
mountain, which overhang-s the Fraser 
river at that point. This mountain has 
long be«n an object of curiosity to travel- 
lers on account of its peculiar position, 
its flat summit extending a considerable 
distance over the river, which is narro\v 
at that point. Shortly after midnight 
Saturday night, vrith a roar that could 
be heard ovei a niile, fully 100 acres of 
the hill, anywhere from 20 to 50 feet in 
depth, crashed into the Fraser, dam- 
ming it completely and sending the 
\ra.ter in torrents over the fertile Nicola 
valley. The course of the river was 
changed completely. Now the Fraser, 
which, owing to the flat nature of the 
country, has broken into a broad, ma- 
jestic but shallow stream, is fully half a 
mile out of its former course. The dis- 
trict is sparsely settled and no lives have 
been, so far as known, lost. Barns and 
houses, however, have been carried away 
and thousands of acres of valuable liand 
ivill never be reclaimed from the waters 
of the Fra.ser in its new course. At the 
point where the masses of earth dammed 
up the river, flat ice has gathered and 
raised high in_the air, forming an im- 
posing and picturesque sight.

Every year about 800,000 Frenchmen 


reach the age of 20. After the physically 
nndt and those who ore exempt under 
any of the above olaosei have been weed- 
ed out tho actual number of men required 
to maintain the standard ttrengtb of the 
army is chosen by ballot. 
They spend 


three year* in the active army and are 
then dismissed from permanent service 
and return to civil life. But for the fol- 
lowing ten years they are numbered among 
tho reserve of the active army. They are 
then drafted into tbe territorial army for 
gif years, at the conclusion of which tbey 
pasr into the territorial reserve for an- 
other six years. 


Not until tbe age of 45 does a French- 


man become free from all obligation to 
the military service. For 18 years he is 
liable to be called upon to serve either at 
home cr abroad, and for tbe following 13 
years to defend his country against in- 
vaders. 


No exemption oan be purchased. Un- 


less a conscript is exempt either on the 
ground of physique or for family reasons, 
be is bound to serve his 25 years. Until 
1690 there was a class of conscripts known 
«s "one year volunteers." These were 
men of good education who were allowed 
to purchase their discharge after one 
year's service. The extent to which con- 
scription has militaried France may be 
gathered from the fact that every fourth 
male is serving or has served in the army.

criminal desiring to accuse himself. 
It is feared that Mrs. Ralston can live 
hut a few days, and he was taken from 
the jail the other day on the order of 
the court, by an ofPcer, to see her. In 
view of her condition, and the fact 
that he has three little children, it is 
possible that he may be indicted and 
then continued on good behavior. 


The mental condition of James Mor- 


ris, the local young man held on a 
charge of felonious assault on a. little 
girl, was examined Saturday by Dr. 
Burton, the jail physician, and Dr. 
Leavitt, and Morris was pronounced 
insane. It was thought at the time 
of his hearing here that his mind was 
unbalanced, and the examination was 
made at the request of his friends.

that the removal of Station Agent 
Slearns had been ordered, Rev. John

to the Fitchburg railroad 


officials, asking that Mr. Stearns be 
etained as station agent. In one day 
79 signatures were 'obtained. 


The petition was taken to Boston, 


and General Supt Melcher answered 
t substantially as'follows: "The peo- 
ple of Jefferson need not think they 
can run the Fitchburg road. This road 
s being run by the corporation, and 
not by the people of Jefferson." 


When the message was brought back 


;o Jefferson, war was declared at once 
and the Eagleville Woolen company 
said it would henceforth use the Bos- 
ion & Maine road."

The report of the local postofllce for 
:he quarter ending December 31 has 
been completed. It shows that the 
office received from the sale of stamps 
and from box rents $7.805.63. The box 
rents for the quarter amounted to 
$226.25. 
The depressed condition of 


business 
recently is shown by the 


slight falling off in the returns from 
stamp sales. The box rents are stead- 
ily increasing, the rule, that all boxes 
for which payment is not made in j 
10 days after it is due, not having 
caused any lessening in the number 
that are rented. 


The receipts for stamps and box

During the past quarter there were 


issued 10,126 domestic money orders, 
and 1174 international orders, making 
a total of 11,300.
